As the Mayor saw the situa- 
tion he could not discriminate and 
the only thing left for him to do 
was to close them ail.

■ens generally, are const ml l\ 
be i n i: made of tlv violation pi 
the 8undav closing law, and a 
number of the busiuess people 
are anxious t-> observe the law 
if it is made applicable to all 
alike. 

"Oertaiu placeB in the city thai 
ere hard to polic I aud control 
have equipped themselves with 
■uch articles as are Eold in drug- 
Stores on Sunday in order thai 
they may remain open ou Sun- 
' day, and it is necessary that 
there be a more uniform obsor 
vance of the law in this respect." 

Chief of Police Graddy stated 
that ho had been ordered by the 
Mayor to eutoree the Sunday 
olosiog law and would arrest all 
violators. 

Prom what the Semi Weekly 
Bee could gather the people are 
about equally divided on the 
question, some favoring a Btrict 
enforcement of the law and oth 
ers in favor of a wide open town 
while quite a number arejiufavor 
of allowing these places to opeu 
oertam haurs on the Sabbath 
day.
